1, lb>. Riblere inquired as to our aetivltiSB la oonnsetion with 
Albania. He stated that he wished to be pexfeeilj tranlc and let m know 
iocaotlj what he had been able to leara ab^t Aaterlean aetiwltiea rie a wle 
AXbaaia, aocpresain^ that It was a bit la^ileasaot for hla to do ae la slow 
of the oaderataadlng he thoaght he had roaehed edth as daring hLa vialt to 
Waahii^gtoa iaat 8owaad»ar« Ha atatad that tbia waa all the aaoe anytleeawt 
to hla aiaeo ho had cone aaaf free hia aaNetiag with Kr. Hlaiiar and that tho 
latter wiahad to dewelsp reall/ eloee eo<qMratlc»a with the f^mh 9er«loea* 

X loterjeeted with the atatcBont that he alreadjr had reeelwed aena lnfora*> 
tieo frea CI*C repmaantatiwea in eomw^ea with the Albaalaa Orweeittee and 
that« while 1 ewe not aware of what he had learned with regard to aetiwitiee 
InedL'fiag Albania, I eonld aaa«ira Mn Uiat oar plane on tl^ a«A>Jeet, ae 
indeed in the eaee of the other e MaH i i j f groa|Ne, bed devaaLeped diaappolait^ 
ioi[^ alowlx, and one of the Itens on ngr agenda todaf waa to bring him iqp 
to dato on this sdbjMi* 


2. Kr. fiibiore then statod that the flret eontaei he had had with an 
Aoeiiean official on the subject of Albania was laab Jaljr whan ha had boan 
approaefaad bgr repraaeotatlwea and his aaeiataaco aonglib in proenrlng 
Fi^eh wiaaa for travel of certain Albanian latlanalieta who were involved 
in the fomatlon of an Albanian fietlonal Coonittee. 8e aaid that tide wan 
the only Aanrioan contact he had had. On the other hand, he had bera to 
London, to Hooe, and to (heeee einee that tiiee. He had, ae 1 nnat know, 
intlnete relatione with the Italian Secret Servlcea, which relationship re- 
anlted in his receiving very fall intelllgetiee Infoneation fron that 
eonnhry. Be dwelt briefly open Ids excelleat Italian cenneetlana, iddch waa 
nnneeeaaary, as 1 tcnow he has them. Be told m that he had learned, from 
the Italians, a rather cooplete story of the negotiations daring the 
£2 3 ^ Inforasd, even onto tbs dates 

of the dispatch of Intelligence teans Into Albania. At this point I 
coaBMoted that of cmirse he meant Italian inteUigsBee tesam i^eh, aa he 
knmv, the Italian H&val IntelHgsoce had allegedly organised. He sidd, 

"HO, I mean Sritish-American teaaw* I swan teama organised by British 
Anerieana.” I said that of couree there were a aaah«r of foreign powers 
vdileh had dispatched infcelligetuse teesui into Albania, even infee Qreeea, but 
that I did not want to go Into detail «n this particular eid»Jeet for the 
reason that I did not concern a^welf with intelligenee awitere. He then 
went on, with deteriaination, to explain that the Greeks hed also advised 
him of a firitishr-^riean operation involving Albania, and had ratber eoia> 
plained of the lack of foil coordination on the part of the Britisb> 

American authorities. He stated that on his last trip to London the British 
had aeknotdedged their operations vis a vis Albania, which, fron the remaldcB 
he made on this subject, 1 gathered to more or less cover the operation 
VALUABLE phase of the plan. Then ensued what to me was the most 
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10k«i««ting pert of tbe eonveraation on this snbjeet, because Mr. 

Slblers (Hielt at somb length on real BH-tish eoneern about aiqr operetlene 
involving Albania beeauee of the K/ery delicate situation at present pre<> 
▼alUiig in Tagoalaeia* 1 gpithered from his rmaarlca that his ^tlsh 
oj^site nambor la not at all conrineed that Qwretlan FISHD la a feasible 
plan, and indeed at one point of the conversation indicated to Rlbiere 
that he would not be at all surpriaed If it hhoald be dei^rable la the 
near future to curtail all InbelXlgenee operations. In this connection men- 
tion waa made of the Uto Albai^-ana in the Kbesovo Area. 

3« 1 thoa^t it best to explain to Mr. ELbiere OPC'a role in eomwo-> 

tion with Albania from tbs eery- beginBlng. 1 therefore reminded him of our 
querx last MeareEdwr in Washington with regard to Albania. 1 stated that we 
were meet gratefhl to him and to his ooepatriots in the Franeh Foreign 
Offi^ for such vital infonaation provided with regard to Albania slnee last 
Hdvotber. 1 said that, as be sell knew, maqy people felt that this miglit 
be the appreciate time to undertake operationa in Albania which might result 
in a ebaqge of regime* Since, hewevi^, the development of the eemsMtHENmaC or>vt 
Tito dispute had eade the situation in that area most delicate, there was a 
T«ry defLoite reluctance to undertake an7 which odgfat Itflng about 

disaster. I said that it was priRmrily- in accordance with our general pro— 
gran concerning emigre groups in exile, with which he was fully familiar, 
tbat we had undertaken to fom the Albanian Sational Council. I farther 
stated that this might probably be considered as phase <Mie of our entire 
plan with regard not only to Albania but also to the other Iron Curtain 
eauntries, I went on to say that the iting of intelligence teame in 
Albania was a routine matter for Intelligence Services, that I regretted I 
was not in a position to give him details on any American activity in this 
respect for the rsason that 1 did not concern aqreelf with intelUgenee 
matters, tbat 1 would undertake, however, should ^ be interested, to 
aseortaia what the situation was in this rsspeet. 1 then stated that there 
would come, perhaps— «ad the perhape was a veiy big one indeed, for obvious 
reasons— e tins when it mighb be desirable to atteopt a co^p d'etat la 
Albania, l^eh uadertatEing would require the most careful study ead eon> 
sideration not only by the Services people but also it would require the ap- 
proval of the American Hational JUUitary EatabUs beast (Joint Chiefs of 
Staff) and the Qepartment of State. It would further require the most care- 
ful dlplamatio preparation Involving several countries i^lnding France. 

I could ansure him that while this subject had been dlscoeaed on oumy 
oecaslone and at great length, no definite decision bad yet been made with 
regard to effecting an overthrow of the floxha regLme in Albania. I said 
in this coonoetlon that 1 had frequently wished that he had a properly 
accredited representative in Waehiagt&n to discuss suchmattere on his be- 
half, as there certainly was nothing with regard to any project pertaining 
to Albania which we would desire to withhold from him. Xndkwd, the French, 
because of the presence of their diplomatic mission in and for 

other reasons, bad a vary ii^ortant contribution to make in the event that 
any such project was undertaksn. I stated farther that when we begpn to 
give this project more serious consideration— and I thought this stage would 
be reached in the very near future— we would have Mr. Kibiare a^roacbed 
by competent British and American OPC representatives who would acquaint 
him with our Intentions in this matter.
